+. SHIPMENTS: Each container and accompanying packing list must show this Purchase Order Number. No charge shalt be made for packaging, delivery, or similar cost unless 
expressly authorized by this order. All shipments are to be packaged in strict conformity with Rule 41 Consotidated Freight Classification and all tnterstate Commerce Com- 
mission Regulations, unless otherwise provided by Government directives or by other provisions herein.
